Where the People Rule. By Gilbert L. Hedges, Bender-Moss 
Company, 1914, pp. 214. 

The secondary or sub-title to this little book is, "The Initiative 
and Referendum, Direct Primary Law and the Recall in use in 
the State of Oregon." This indicates its purpose, namely, to 
show what these laws in fact are, explain their operation and 
show how they have been useful. The author takes up the 
Initiative and Referendum, the Direct Primary and the Recall 
and deals in great detail with the practical working of the law 
relative to each. Appendices show an Official Recall Election 
Ballot, the sections of the Oregon Code made a part of the Direct 
Primary Law, measures which were submitted to the voters of 
the City of Portland at a special election and the Constitution of 
Oregon. There are also citations of all the cases in which the 
courts have construed these laws, which make the book valuable 
to the lawyer and voter as well as to the student of politics who 
is interested in investigating these topics.
